Macon, Ga., July 3,—(Special.]—Today 
papers were filed by Colonel J. E, Jones for 
executions against the Academy of Music on 
foreclosure of mortgage.

The debt against it amounts to $26,700, prin- 
cipal, and $761, interest, from June 2, 1886, 
It is a valuable piece of property, but it is 
doubtful if the incorporators are able to real- 
ize a sufficient amount to cover their liabilities 
in case the property is sold to highest bidder, 
on account of the shrinkage of real estate in 
this locality, and the unfortuvate location of 
this particular kind cf public building. 

As to this piece of property, it is handsome 
and well fixed up, and all that sort of thing: 
but to make an opera house pay in a town the 
size of Macon, one must hayé something else 
besides a mere “playhouse” in view. In the 
latter particular, the Academy of Music has 
been sadly deficient. There has been nothing 
about it that was available except the mere 
building itself, consequently it has suffered 
the inevitable fate of every enterprise of a 
similar nature, and has gone by the board. 

It is to be hoped that the publie spirited in- 
dividuals who incorporated the enterprise will 
not suffer by its failure.

BILL HARDIE ARRESTED. 


A Lively Chapter of Criminal News in Sa- 
vannah. 

SavANNAH, Ga, July 3.—[Special.]—Bill 
Hardie, a wegro, was arrested last evening 
while working on the Savannah and Dablin 
railroad, ten miles from the city, by Detective 
Jones, charged with beinga fugitive from 
justice. It appears that in March last, Hardie

THE EXTENT OF THE STORM, 


The LeConte Pear Crop of Thomas County 
Ruined. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., July 3.—[Special.]—The 
account of thestorm here Wednesday night 
which was wired you yesterday, does not give 
a correct idea of the full damage that has been 
sustained in this county. YThe LeConte pear 
crop is completely ruined. Four-fifths of the 
pears were blown off. Under everv tree the 
ground is literally covered with half grown 
pears. A leading grower said this morning 
that this county would lose at least $10,000 
from the injury to this one 
crop. Good jadges estimate that 
the corn crop is damaged about one-half, while 
cotton isnot much hurt. The storm did even 
greater damage in the lower edge of the coun- 
ty than it did at Thomasville. The Ocho- 
lochonee river is higher than has been known 
in years, extending for half a mile beyond the 
banks. Most of the small streams are impas- 
sable. Telegraph communication here was 
cut off all day yesterday and no wire was got- 
ten tillafter dark. There has been hard 
rains in this section today but at present there 
seems to be no further indications of a storm.

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INCREASED TO TWO HUNDRED 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Senator Brown Succeeds in Getting the Appropria- 
tion for Savannah Harbor Raised- The amount 
for Other Places in Georgia—The Ran- 

Gall Tariff Bill— National Holiday. 


Wasninoton, July 3.—[Special.]—Senator 
Brown today succeeded in getting the senate 
to increase the appropriation for the Savannah 
harbor to two hundred thousand dollars. The 
house placed the appropriation at one handred 
and seventy-five thousand dollars. Senator 
Brown inéuced the senate committee to in- 
crease this by fifty thousand, and today, after 
making a strong showing for Savannah, and 
by perservering appeals to various senators, 
he obtained the full two hundred thousand, 
which is the engineer’sestimate. The amount 
is especially needed now because the failure of 
the last river and harbor bill left the work at 
Savannah in such a condition that farther sus- 
pension of the work on the enginer’s plans 
would prove disastrous, 

WORK ON ROMNEY MARSH. 

The secretary of war has written a letter 
stating that twenty-two thousand dollars is 
actuaily necessary to pay, for the work done at 
Romney marsh, under the direction of the de- 
partment, but the senate committee has not 
increased the fourteen thousand dollar item 
fixed by the house for this purpose. Senator 
Brown will sustain the secretary of war and 
endeavor to get the additional eight thousand. 

The appropriation for Cumberland sound 
has been cut by the senate from one hundred 
and fifty thousand to one hundred thousand 
dollars. The reduction of the appropriations 
for the Flint and Chattahoochee rivers from 
twenty thousand each to ten thousznd each, 
was made in the senate in accordance with the 
recommendation of Lieutenant Hoxie, of the 
evgineer corps, whose estimates were unpre- 
cedentedly low. It has been the custom hith- 
erto for congress to give half of the engineer's 
estimate. Mr. Hoxie has put his figures at 
the amount actually needed at once to protect 
the work already under way and by cutting 
this estimate in half, according to the regular 
rule, the work on the Flint, Chattahoochee 
and other rivers dependent on Mr. Hoxie’s 
estimate, is seriously imperrilled.

How to Build Up the Suburbs. 

Capitalists in the northern and western 
cities are putting money in their pockets and 
serving the public by developing suburban 
interests. | 

Their methods are worth studying. They 
buy tracks of land on the railways or at the 
end of the street car lines leading out of the 
city, lay out small lots, and sell on the in- 
stallment plan. High prices and big install- 
ments would operate against such a plan. It 
is possible, however, to find land on the edge 
of any city or a short distance from it that 
can be sold on reasonable terms. This land, 
perhaps valueless for farming purposes, when 
divided into cottage lots, and worked on the 
intensive system, blossoms as the rose. A 
New York real estate agent advertises $150 
lots on five dollar monthly payments. 
lots are located within the Vempesate“Timits 
of a village only eight miles from Thirty- 
fourth str oo gael agent advertises $100 
lots on fiy ollar monthly payments. A 
third offs choice $300 lots on ten dollar 

y payments. 

It goes without saying that such induce- 
ments are very tempting to salaried men and 
persons of moderate means. They lead to in- 
vestments which would not otherwise be 
made, The purchasers of these small lots 
go to work with all the pride of ownership to 
improve their property. In this way tie 
suburbs are built up and rendered attract- 
ive. 

On a small scale something in this line 
should be done here in Atlanta. The accom- 
modation trains on our railroads make a 
matter of afew miles a mere nothing. An 
extended suburban area would be practically 
a part of our city, and from many points of 
view the distribution of our population in 
this way instead of packing it within nar- 
row limits would have obvious advantages, 
Atlanta is big enough to take all these 
things into consideration. Her suburbs are 
her children and her allies.

Some Points of the Campaign. 


The Bacon organs having failed to defeat 
General Gordon, are now trying to becloud 
the splendor of his victory.

Twenty-Seten Free-Traders. 

“It may safely be assumed,” remarks the 
New York Star, “that the address to be is- 
sued by the democratic advisory committee 
will be asuccinct and comprehensive state- 
ment of party conviction and party purpose. 
That committee is composed of twenty-seven 
of the ablest and most eminent members of 
the house of representatives—such men, for 
instance, as Carlisle, Hewitt, Morrison, Rea- 
gan, Randolph, Tucker, Scott of Pennsylva- 
nia, and others whose names are guarantees 
of ability, earnestness and good faith in 
whatever they may undertake. A sub-com- 
mittee of five will be selected, and these 
are to prepare an address, which, after 
it shall have been acted on by the fall com- 
mittee and adopted by the caucus, will be 
submitted to the country.”’ 

The “‘advisory committee’ to which the 
Star alludes represents the free-traders of the 
party who, under the pretense of tariff re- 
form, have made a dozen unsuccessfal efforts 
to commit the party to the whims of States- 
man Morrison and his touters. They pre- 
tend to repregent the party, when, in fact, 
they do not represent the party at all; and 
the address which they propose to deliver 
will be received for what it is worth. 

Our opinion is that.the demecrats in con- 
gress who have made ita habit to trot around 
after Statesman Morrison, are taking too great 
a burden on their shoulders.

In brief, when the democratic party 
wants twenty-seven of its 
congressmen to issue ‘‘a suecinct and com-°* 
prehensive statement of party cofivict#ion 
and party purpose,” that fact will bé set 
down in the printed programme, so that 
there will be no mistake about it. But, 
until these twenty-seven, or two hundred 
and twenty-seven democrats are authorized 
to speak for the party, we submit that a 
decent {gard for the delicacy of their posi- 
tions will require them to suppress the ad- 
dress of which they are about to be deliv- 
ered. 

The truth is the free-trade democrats are 
not elected for the purpose of ‘‘making a 
recoid,’’ nor are they elected for the pur- 
pose of making ‘“‘comprehensive statements 
of party conviction.’’

When the party finds it neges- 
sary to issue addresses, manifestoees a 
platforms, it chooses its representatives and 
instructs them, and then thereis no doubt 
as to its intentions. 

Asa matter of course, the twenty-seven 
congressmen alluded to by the Star may is- 
sue a manifesto, but it is binding on nobody 
but the twenty-seven. The party has al- 
ready issued its tariff programme, and Mr. 
Randall’s measure comes nearer jfilling the 
bill than Mr. Morrison’s. The democratic 
party, if its platform is to be considered, is 
not a free-trade party.

THE ZVAKE SHORE STRIKE. 


The Road Doing a Large Heavy Business-- 
Everything Quiet, 

CHICAGO, July 3.—The same force of Pins 
kerton’s men were at Root street yards at the Lake 
Shore road this morning,but long before they came 
out forduaty from the city, switch engines were 
at work. For the first time since the beginning 
of strike every Lake Shore engine in Chicago was 
called into requisition. The round houses were 
deseited,|withfexception of twolpassenger engines 
and the yards presented a scene of activity which 
cenotes more business than has yet been attempted 
since thetrouble began. The force of Lake police 
has been greatly reduced in number, and the men 
areonce more travelling their regular beats. No 
trouble wasexpected today, except, rhaps, at 
the stock yards, where a well guarded train was 
f£ent at 9:30 o’clock this morning. 

Business at packing houses will be suspended.on 
Monday, and as a consequence there will be 5,000 or 
6,0C0 idle persons in that vieinity. It is feared 
that, should the officials of the Lake Shore road 
pene in rane freight on taat day, trouble will 
e the result. it is understood that but little, if 
anything, will be attempted in the vicinity of 
the packing houses Monday. Not half of the 
sixty striking switchmen have yet been served 
with injunction writs. The deputy sheriffs still 
remain on the grounds and serve writs as fast as 
the officials point the subjects out, but a majority 
of persons for whom the writs are intended have 
managed so far to keep outof the way. All the 
employes of thestock yards are staunch sympathi- 
zers with the strikers. Atthe packing house of 
Levy B. Doud & Co., a box car was in progress of 
being freighted, yesterday about noon. he car 
was io be shipped overthe Lake Shore road to the 
east. The hands informed the firm that they 
would not return to wor 
unless they were assured that the meat would be 
unloaded, and thatif shipped at all, it would be 
sent to some road other than the Lake Shore. The 
firm protested against what they termed the “‘ar- 
rogant dictation.”” The men, however, were ob- 
curate, and were about to leaye the packing 
houses, when they were called back and assu- 
rances given that the Lake Shore road would car 
po more of the firm’s meat until the existing dif- 
ferences were patched up. The strikers hold 
Dightly meetings, and at each of them is a roll 
call for the purpose of ascertaining whether the 
men hold out. With theexception of three men, 
who went to work on the second day, the men have 
held out. Chairman Riley says there is money 
enough in the treasufy to keep the men for two 
months, and when that is exhausted a per capita 
assessinent will be levied on every switchman in 
the United States.

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DIED HAND IN HAND. 


A BRIDE AND GROOM RUN DOWN 
BY ATRAIN, 


A Young Man and a Young Ledy are Overtaken Onan 
East Tennessee Trestlio Near Dallas, and are 
Crushed to Death—They Had Been 
Married Only the Day Before. 


North bound passenger train No. 12, on the 
Eeat Tennessee railroad ran over a lady and 
gentleman on the copper mine trestle three 
miles south of Dallas yesterday morning., kill- 
ing them. 

The lady and gentleman were bride and 
groom of twenty-four hours. 

The train which did the killing left Atlan- 
ta yesterday morning at six o’clock and 
eighteen minutes. It was a through train 
and was scheduled to do some lively runging. 
Conductor Evans, one of the most careful 
men on the road, was in charge and at frequnt 
intervals gave his engineer Mr. 
Bowers instruction to pull up. 
Three miles south of Dallas eis a 
long trestle known as cOpper mine trestle. 
Traios going north approached this trestle on 
® heavy down grade and around a sharp 
curye, which prevents engineers from seeing 
the trestle until they are almost upon it. 
Engineer Bowers was moving at a lively 


| speed when he struck the top of the grade 


leading to the trestle. Without taxing up his 
engine he rolled along towards the trestle, 
and like a flash darted around the curve and 
upon the trestle. Just as the engine turned 
the curve the fireman, who was on the watch- 
out, yelled: 

“Quick, there’s a man and woman onthe 
trestle.” 

The fireman’s cry was a startling one, and 
as the engineer threw his eyes ta the front he 
saw & man and woman walking across the 
trestle. They were moving in the same direc- 
tion as the train, aml were evidently uncon- 
scious of their impending danger. They were 
band in hand, and were in the middle of the 
track. The picture sent a chill to the en- 
gineer’s heart, and with a hand as firm as a 
rock he grabbed his lever. In an instant the 
air brakes had been applied, and the engine 
was rattling forward under a reverse motion. 
At the same time the shrill whistle sent 
forth an alarm which attracted 
the attention ofthe man just as the engine was 
in the act of running him down. When the 
man turned his head and saw the engine it 
was only a few feet away. He did not lose 
his presence of mind, however,and die without 
a struggle. He threw his left arm around the 
lady and made a leap towards the side of the 
trestle evidently with an intention to leap 
down into the gorge below. But he was too 
late and just as he reached the rail the pilot of 
the engine hit him, For an instant he and 
the lady seem to rest upon it but as tho en- 
gineer was beginning to hope 
that they cling to 
pilot until engine crossed 
the trestle they both flew high into the air and 
as they went up, the lady left the man’s grasp. 
The lady, after whirling through the air a 
short distance, dropped back upon the track 
and in another instant the heavy engine was 
crushing the life from her. The man was 
thrown much furtherthan thewoman and 
landed upon the track justinfront of the en- 
gine as it came to a standstill. 

rhe instant the engine stopped the engineer 
sprang offand ran back tothe woman. 
glance Only was necessary that nothing could 
be done for her. He then hurried to the man, 
whom he found living, but unable to talk. 
Conductor Evans, to whom the sudden 
halt and the danger whistles conveyed a 
knowledge of some trouble, hurried forward 
as soon as he could leave the train and reach- 
edjthe man about the same time that his 
engine did. The man was breathing and was 
bearly alive and was carefully carried intoa 
car apd made easy. The woman was lying 
under the engine and the mutilated body was 
picked up and placed in the car and then the 
train moved on to Dallas. At Dallas the 
wounded man was removed toa hotel while 
the remains ofthe lady were placed in the 
depotand the coroner sent for, The dead la- 
dy and the injured man were 
strangers to every body who looked 
at them. The man could not talk 
and no papers were found in his clothing. In 
the ladies’ dress pocket, however, was found a 
card on which was written W. C, Horton, J.P. , 
623 Marietta street, Atlanta, Ga. 

The coroner reached the depot about eleven 
o’clock and organizing a jury, began to hold 
an inquest over the remains of the lady, but 
curing the progess of the inquest the man 
died, and the verdict was the same in both 
cases. The dead people were not identified 
during the day, notwithstanding the fact that 
the East Tennessee road is doing every thing 
possible to ascertain who they are. Judge 
Horton says, that from the descripton 
given of the pair, he thinks 
they are John Coursey and his bride. 
On Friday a young man, who game his name 
as Camsey, entered his office, at 633 Marietta. 
He was accompanied by a young lady of 
eighteen years, and, exhibiting a marriage 
license, asked to have the ceremony perform: 
ed. The couple was decidedly a good looking 
one, and in a pleasant way “odge Hastin mar- 
ried them. This couple ta:“es in every re- 
spect with the dead people at Dallas. The 
man was not badly cut up, but the woman was 
terribly mangled. Her head wassevered en- 
tirely from her body. The bodies are still at 
Dallas, but will be buried to-day if they are 
not claimed.
